W allace, in des­ 
cribing the new act, say s: 
On the last day it was in ses­ 
sion congress enacted the agricul­ 
tural credits act. 
This act is de­ 
signed to giv e the farm er the sort 
of credit he needs to p roduce effi­ 
ciently and m arket in afh orderly 
way the p roducts of the farm. 
Needed Fifty Years. 
It is an effort by congress to 
m eet a need which has been felt 
for at least fifty y ears. 
The act 
may not be p erfect. 
Ex p erience 
may show the need of amendments 
from time to tim e 
But it furnishes the basis for 
a sy stem of. interm ediate 
credit 
adap ted 
to « farm conditions and 
farm needs. 
Also it should bring 
about a reduction in the interest 
which farmers p ay for money bor­ 
rowed. 
"The act is 
div ided 
into 
twtf 
p arts. In the first it p rov ides gov ­ 
ernm ent 
agencies 
for 
handling 
agricultural loans. 
In th e . second 
it authorizes the organization of 
p riv ate agencies under gov ernment 
sup erv ision for m aking loans on 
liv estock security 
and on farm 
commodities on the way to m ar­ 
ket. 
Will Use Land Banks. 
"The gov ernment loan activ ities 
will be carried on in connection 
w ith the federal land banks. 
At 
the p resent time the country is di­ 
v ided into twelv e districts, In each 
of which there Is a federal land 
bank that makes 
land 
mortgage 
loans. 
These twelv e banks are di­ 
rected by a central federal farm 
loan bureau in W ashington. 
"In connection w ith each of these 
land banks there is to be estab­ 
lished an Interm ediate credit bank, 
located in the sam e city with the 
land bank and under the sup erv i­ 
sion of the officers and directors 
of the land bank. The federal gov ­ 
ernm ent sup p lies each of these in­ 
term ediate 
credit 
banks with a 
cap ital of riot to ex ceed $5 ,000,000. 
“These in te rn e d late credit hanks 
are authorized to discount farm ers’ 
notes which hav e been taken by 
banks aril) other financial Institu­ 
tions, and then 
can 
carry 
such 
notes for a term of six months to 
th ree y ears. 
The banks may also 
loan direct to farm ers’ co-op erativ e 
associations under conditions set 
forth in the act. 
Can Sell Debentures.

Congo of large quantities of pitch­ 
blende, a radium-bearing ore—a 
discovery cerdited with the signi­ 
ficant result of reducing the price 
of radium from $120,000 to $70,000 
a gram—has served to emphasize 
the probable great importance to 
the world of the country at the; 
heart of Africa when it shall 
have been fully developed,” says 
a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C., headquarters of the Nation­ 
al Geographic society. 
“In its potentialities, the Bel­ 
gian Congo might be called ‘the 
Brazil of Africa’,” continues the 
bulletin. 
“Like the 
largest 
of 
South American states, it Is of 
vast extent, covers the heart of 
a continent, is situated in the 
tropics, and has flowing through 
it one of the world’s greatest riv­ 
ers, capable of carrying an em­ 
pire's commerce. 
It is only to 
the Amazon, premier of rivers, 
that the Congo river can in truth 
be compared. Other great streams 
are longer than either, but none 
approaches them closely in the 
volumes of water which they pour 
into the sea. 
The average width 
of the Congo is five miles for 
about half Its nearly 3000 miles 
of length, and in places it is as 
much as sixteen miles wide. 
Area One- Third of U. 8. 
“Perhaps the vast, bulk of Bel­ 
gian Congo can best be under­ 
stood if one imagines the country 
lifted bodily and set down on 
the surface of the United States. 
Its 909,000 square miles would

Under the terms of the proposed 
law, every school and college sus­ 
tained or in any manner supported 
by public funds, will be obliged to 
give instruction in the above sub­ 
jects, and must refuse to issue a 
certificate of graduation to 
any 
student who fails to pass a satis­ 
factory examination thereon. Such 
instruction would continue for at 
least one year.

ll. P. AGENTS AT 
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AS BILLS PASSED 


Orange county harbor was one- 
step further advanced In its de­ 
velopment today , with the passage 
y esterday afternoon of Eden Sen­ 
ate Bill 232, granting to Orange 
bounty control of all state-owned 
tidelands In Newport bay outside 
of the city limits 
of 
Newport 
Beach. 
A companion bill, Senate Bill 
240, granting control to Newport 
Beach of all state-owned tide lands 
within the city limits wras also ex ­ 
pected to pass. 
Cly de Bishop, city attorney for 
Newport Beach, and author of both 
bills, today ex plained here that the 
passage of these bills will give the 
county and Newport Beach greatly 
increased scope for deepening abd 
straightening channels in the bay . 
By reason of these grants of tide 
land control, the county may , in 
taking over privately owned tide­ 
lands, give the owner other lands 
in ex change, in this way facilitat­ 
ing the process of acq uiring lands 
necessary in harbor development.

"We are somewhat in doubt as 
to just when the stations in those 
cities will open, although work on 
the La Habra station is now under 
way and lumber is being placed 
for building the stations end cit­ 
rus warehouses at Anaheim 
and 
Fullerton. 
"It is rather difficult to fore­ 
cast when the first freight trains 
will be operated, as this will de­ 
pend almost entirely upon the con­ 
tractors. 
Workmen On Job Still % 
"The contractors have not y et 
turned over the Job to our com­ 
pany . Their workmen are still bus­ 
ily engaged In adding the finishing 
touches to the Orange county ex ­ 
tensions.” 
Superintendent Carey declined 
to hazard a guess as to when the 
Union Pacific lines would be ex ­ 
tended to Santa Ana. Like Assist­ 
ant General Manager Carl Smith, 
however, Carey felt the ex tension 
would be made 
sometime during 
the present y ear. 
“Unless present plans miscarry ,” 
said Superintendent 
Carey , 
"we 
should be operating 
trains over 
the Fullerton, La Habra and Ana­ 
heim ex tension within a month.”

THE HERO OF FAITH. 
“Now Jehovah said unto Abram: 
—v. I. Because we cannot convey 
our thoughts so well, so conveni­ 
ently, In any other way we 
use 
the medium of language. There, 
fore we are too much inclined to 
limit God to this method of com­ 
municating 
his 
mind 
to 
men. 
Whether with 
words or without 
them, God enabled Abram to un­ 
derstand his will. 
Abram 
knew 
that God had spoken tq him. 
In 
this he could 
not be 
mistaken. 
And “by faith Abraham, when he 
was called, obeyed.*’ 
Very probably somewhere in the 
ages since 
“Jehovah 
said 
unto 
Abram" men have lost the ability 
to receive instructions direct from 
God, much as animals lose their 
Instinct 
by being 
domesticated. 
Tho-'magnitude of 
such 
a loss 
cannot be computed. And all be­ 
cause of sin. 
Where then there was that well- 
developed “sixth sense,” if 
such 
it might be called, there is 
now 
a kind of blind groping. 
Where 
now we say we have an impres­ 
sion, a feeling, a conviction, 
in 
that long-ago probably men 
said, 
“God is speaking to me.” 
Mazort bas left 
this 
record: 
“ Whenever I saw a grand moun­ 
tain or a wonderful piece of scen­ 
ery, it said to me, ‘Turn me into 
music: play me on the organ.’ ’’ 
And Mendelssohn says in his let­ 
ters. to his sister, “This is how I 
think of you today,” or, “This is 
what I have to say to you today, 
“and then follows a bar or two of 
music which she is requested 
to 
play on the organ or piano. 
So 
the mountain spoke to Mozart and 
the organ to Fanny Hansel, the sis­ 
ter o f Mendelssohn. 
Then why should we hesitate to 
believe 
that the 
Lord spoke to 
Abram without the use of words— 
and that he is speaking to us, and 
that we 
could hear 
and under­ 
stand perfectly, were |t not for 
inherited 
and 
personal disobed- 
ence to God. What a loss! 
The 
music of the rolling spheres there 
must be 
in the wordless 
utter­ 
ances of the Maker of heaven and 
earth, and we ro dull of hearing 
as 
to be oblivious 
to them 
all. 
But this is left for our consola­ 
tion: “God hath spoken unto us in 
his Son.’—Hob. 1:1, 2. 
“Get thee out of thy country, 
and from thy kindred, and from 
thy father’s house, unto the land 
that I. will show thee. So Abram 
went, as Jehovah had spoken unto 
him.”—va. I, 4. Abram was a real 
argonaut. His was the good for­ 
tune to find the Golden Fleece. 
Abram was very rich, in cattle, 
In silver, and In gold.” But Abra­ 


ham ^ chief asset was non-taxable 
Nor does one now who has made 
such an investment have to pay 
on it either income or other kind 
of tax. But alas! how few mil­ 
lionaires there are today whose 
wealth is chiefly of the kind that 
made Abraham the ancient Crou- 
sus. He was very rich in faith to­ 
wards God. 
He 
is called 
“the 
friend of God,” something not said 
of any other person, because they 
were 
on such 
intimate 
terms. 
Friendship with God. This is the 
secret of a successful life. Who­ 
ever so lives as to deserve to be 
known as God’s friend cadnot fail. 
"I will bless thee, aud make thy 
name Treat.”—v. 2. 
When 
God 
makes a man’s name great it is 
not an empty greatness. There is 
no man today honored by so many 
millions as Abraham. Jew, Chris­ 
tian and Mohammedon alike 
es­ 
teems him. And the secret of this 
widespread renown is the fact that 
he believed God and acted in ac­ 
cord with belief in an age which 
required, in order to do this, a 
heroism that was 
absolute and 
constant. 
Four centuries had passed away 
since the Flood, and the human 
race seemed 
verging 
again 
on 
the brink of those horrible 
and 
unnatural crimes which had neces­ 
sitated its 
almost total destruc­ 
tion. It was evident that some ex­ 
pedient must be speedily adopted 
to airest the progress of moral 
defilement, 
and 
save 
mankind. 
Against this indescribable deluge 
of sin Abram stood alone. In all 
the world thero was none to help 
or encourage him—norfe but God. 
Slowly—oh, so very, very slowly— 
but surely he succeeded. 
Abram 
•was 
3eventy-five 
years 
of age 
when 
he entered 
the 
land 
of 
Canaan. There for the next one 
hundred years—except during 
a 
short sojourn in Egypt,—he went 
to and 
fro among 
his 
heathen 
neighbors. Again and again 
we 
read that he pitched his tent in a 
certain place and there erected an 
altar to 3od. In all those hundred 
years the only permanent 
thing 
that we know of his building was 
an altar. A tent for himself, 
an 
altar for God. 
After a caseful suivey of the 
life and times of Abraham, let no 
man say that he cannot live such 
a life as will honor God. God is 
thg^same today as he was in the 
days of this ]>atriarch. If you will 
obey him 
he will 
reward 
your 
obedience. If you are a source of 
blessing to other people, they will 
bless you. Abraham was not per­ 
fect. Maybe he could hardly 
be 
classed as a saint—as we think of 
saints. But he lives today to en­ 
courage by his example all .who 
would emulate his life of faith.

If our wagons had

More than three weeks hav e been spent at Sac­ 
ramento, giv en almost wholly to a stdu y of the 
bu dget of State ex penditu res for the two y ears 
beginning Ju ly I, and the end is not y et. 
Bu t 
the time was not lost. 
Nev er before hav e either 
the members of the Legislatu re or the people of 
th State had any su ch insight into the detail of 
the cost of operating the State establishment, and 
there are abu ndant signs that both on the part of 
the Gov ernor and of the legislators, there will be 
su ch concessions as are requ ired, after this illu min­ 
ating discu ssion. 
There may be more or less u ncertainty as to the 
part Gov ernor Richardson is play ing, bu t it is to be 
remembered that he came to the “corner office” 
with a mu ch more thorou gh knowledge 
of 
State j 
finances than any of his predecessors. 
How mu ch! 
he had to do with the bu dget of $7 9,000,000 recom-' 
mended by Mrs. Pierce and Mr. Radcliffe, we do! 
not know, bu t we rather su spect he told them to! 
cu t to the bone, ex pecting that ju st su ch a situ ation j 
wou ld arise as did arise, and tlu ,t in the su bsequ ent | 
showing to be made by the v ariou s departments, j 
it might appear that f m e increases are proper. In' 
other words, it was his bu dget “in principle,” as the j 
diplomats say , reserv ing the right to make su ndry ) 
changes in detail. 
It will be remembered that G. B. Daniels, the I 
senior member of tho State Board of Control, rec ! 
ommended a bu dget for $88,000,000, and wou ld not 
approv e the totals su bmitted by Mrs. Pierce and 
Mr. Radcliffe. There are now intimations that as a 
resu lt of these hearings, Mr. Daniels has redu ced 
his figu res to abou t $84,000,000, and if the rev enu e 
can be obtained, we shall not be at all su rprised to 
see Gov ernor Richardson willing to approv e abou t 
that total. He is v ery likely to hav e considerable 
confidence in the Daniels estimate. 
Bu t if the $84,000,000 in rev enu e cannot be fou nd, 
there will be no $84,000,000 bu dget approv ed. 
For 
it will be the last thing Friend William Richardson 
will do to stand for a cou rse that will call for a 
direct State tax on priv ate property in California.

“The City Manager—a New Profession” is the title of one of 
the sev eral books that has come ou t dealing with the new mu ni­ 
cipal order. The men who are making this thing go in a profes­ 
sional spirit, measu re their achiev ement by the serv ices they hav e 
rendered the city . 
When after two y ears’ serv ice, Charles Nagle, city manager 
of Wheeling, W. Va., died in office, his fellow city -managers in 
the bu lletin of their association, significantly wrote of him u nder 
the caption; "An Obitu ary of Achiev ement.” 
What was it these city managers were prou d to say of their 
colleagu e? 
He had faced an empty treasu ry and u npaid accou nt* of nearly 
$36,000. 
City -owned u tilities were in bad shape and equ ipment 
impaired. 
Under Mr. Nagle’s administration, the wages of all 
city employ es were raised, y et with a sav ing (throu gh combination 
of offices) of $12,000. 
The city was prov ided with a complete 
new motor fire apparatu s. 
The red-light district was wiped ou t 
and gambling stopped. 
New gas and electric contracts were entered into, sav ing the 
city $30,000 y early . 
The local traction company was persu aded 
to pay one-half the cost of two new bridges. 
The garbage problem was settled by the establishment of a 
"piggery ,” sav ing $50,000 (the cost of an incinerator) and sev ­ 
eral thou sand dollars of y early ex penses. 
From the cou nty $125,000 which had been held against cou rt 
decision was recov ered. 
Action was taken which secu red from the Telephone Co. $28,- 
600 cash, 50 free telephones and u se of the company ’s poles— 
net gain: 
abou t $110,000. 
Thou sands of dollars in carfares were sav ed to the residents 
of Wheeling and su rrou nding towns by prov ing to the Pu blic 
Serv ice Commission that the traction companies had ov erv alu ed 
their properties. 
A thorou gh inv estigation was made of the water su pply , which 
resu lted in plans for a mechanical filtration sy stem. 
Finally , the manager sav ed the gov ernment itself to the city 
by fighting a political “ripper bill” to combine the office of may or 
and city manager and make the chief of police electiv e. 
His record in Wheeling wou ld soon hav e made him a marked 
man and other cities wou ld hav e been bidding for his serv ices. Or 
else su ch cities might hav e adv ertised in the engineering jou rnals 
(as many of them hav e been doing) for a man of his qu alifications 
and he wou ld hav e had something v ery su bstantial to point to as 
ev idence of his fitness for adv ancement to the managership of a 
bigger city . 
The rapid spread of the city manager plan will make new 
opportu nities for hu ndreds of men of 
Mr. Nagle’s ty pe in the nex t 
few y ears.

The Orov ille Solon has the repu tation of being 
the “silent member” of the State Senate, bu t he 
u nbosomed himself of some wholesome tru ths the 
other day in discu ssing California laws—ex isting 
and proposed.

and then see that the laws are enforced.” 
The thing Senator Gates Is getting at is recog­ 
nized by ev ery thinking man and woman in Califor­ 
nia. Ou r law makers all ov er the cou ntry for y ears 
hav e been ru nning amu ck. 
Ev ery fellow elected to 
office Immediately feels it is incu mbent u pon him 
to father a new law. The resu lt Is that ev ery way 
we tu rn we bu mp into some fool law.

Hu ghes are strongly committed to the World Cou rt, 
and fav or entry of this cou ntry into this tribu nal. 
Bu t whether or not the Repu blican party , in 1924, 
will declare for this, remains to be determined. 
It may be o bserv ed, in a general way , that Ameri­ 
ca’s fo reig n relatio ns hav e beco me a fruitful so urce 
o f po litical difference in this co untry . In so me fo rm 
and measure, fo reig n po licies will fig ure pro minent­ 
ly , witho ut do ubt, in the natio nal canv ass nex t y ear. 
It is alto g ether fitting that po licies, o r pro po sed 
po licies, inv o lv ing this natio n’s relatio ns with o ther 
co untries, sho uld be discussed ex haustiv ely , in Co n­ 
g ress, and amo ng the peo ple. 
It wo uld be reg ret­ 
table, ho wev er, to make these questio ns distinctiv ely 
po litical, to be used, in each successiv e campaig n 
to stir up prejudices and to Inv o ke hitter feeling 
to ward certain fo reig n co untries. 
These 
Issues 
sho uld be weig hed and co nsidered o n their Intrinsic 
merits, and no t beco me mere po litical shibbo leths
